Committee Vice Chair- 
man States Views of 
Fulton Group in Contro- 
versy. 


BELL SAYS ACTON 


George L. Bell Jr., vice chairman 
Fulton county democratic executive 
committee, makes answer to the sub- 
committee of the state democratic 
committee which has taken the posi- 
tion that the election of the Fulton 
county committee by the primary of 
last, March is invalid, and that the 
county committee must be chosen at 
the state primary of September 14.

ready been chosen for the ensuing 
term according to time-honored cus- 
tom, the action of the county will 
stand for the period for which the 
committee has been elected. 
Mr. Bell’s Statement. — 

The statement of Vice Chairman 
Bell is as follows: 

“The Fulton county democratic ex- 
ecutive committee wishes to correct 
misstatements of fact that have re- 
cently appeared in the press with ref- 
erence to the so-called ‘petition’ ad- 
dressed to the state democratic execu- 
tive committee and concerning the 
election held last March in Fulton 
county. 

“The first news of this so-called pe- 


gentlemen came to Atlanta about ten 
days ago and requested an’ interview 
with certain officers of the Fulton 
county committee. 

“The undersigned, accompanied by 
Major Oscar Palmour, members of 
the committee, and members of the 
subcommittee also, conferred with 
Messrs. Garrett, Bloch and Beasley, 
and stated 'to these gentlemen the 
position of the Fulton county commit- 
tee with reference to this controversy. 

“It was made perfectly clear at 
this interview that the Fulton coun- 
ty committee had been duly and 
legally elected at the March primary 
in which all other county officials 
had been nominated, and that it was 
not proposed to hold any other elec- 
tion for membership on the Fulton 
county committee. 

“Far from agreeing to hold an ad- 
ditional election for this office, Major 
Palmour and [ stated most emphat- 
ically that this would not be done. 

Misstatements in Petition. 

“The only reference made by us to 
the election of county committeemen 
in a September primary was that if, 
in the future, it seemed desirable to 


establish a uniform custom throughout 
the state there would probably be no; 
objection to holding this election in | 
September rather than in March. This | 
statement had no bearing whatsoever | 
on the election recently held. | 

“The so-called petition which was 
exhibited for the first time to the 
repgesentatives of the county commit- 
tee contained nothing but misstate- | 
ments of fact of such a glaring char- 
acter that they were discussed only 
very briefly. 

“With reference to the legality of ' 
the March primary at which the coun- | 
ty eommittee- was elected, it

“The true motives of these petition- 
ers in deavoring to create discord and 
dissension in the Fulton county or- 
ganization are not clearly disclosed by

“The county committee is not te

Every railroad employe in Georgia 
Wednesday night was urged to do his 
own job to the best of his ability and 
in an effort to regain lost business 
make himself an unofficial freight and 
passenger agent and, in general, an 
ambassador of railroad good will. 

Nearly 5,000 employes of every 
road in the state, and representing 
every division on these roads, meet- 
ing at the first convention of the As- 
sociation of Railway Employes of the 
State of Georgia, heard speakers 
condemn what was termed’ unfair 
legislation against the railroads and 
demand that buses and motor freight 
lines be made to share their burden 
of the cost of construction-and main- 
tenance of the state highway system. 

Chief among the speakers were Gov- 
ernor Richard B, Russell Jr., W. L. 
Stanley, director of public relations 
for the Seaboard, and William Schley 
Howard, well-known lawyer. 

The governor, in a brief address, 
promised personal support of any leg- 
islative measure giving “a square 
deal’ to the railroads, while Mr. Stan- 
ley and Mr. Howard demanded that 
the legislature adopt laws ‘which 
would foree bus lines and motor 
freight companies to pay high rates 
of taxation, the funds derived to go 
to the construction and maintenance 
of the roads. 

“It is far from fair to have the 
railroads pay the bulk of taxation 
and, in myfiny instances, have it go 
to the upkeep of properties used by 
their competitors,” Governor Russell 
said. \We would have fair bus regu- 
latory laws in Georgia now had not 
amendments attached to the last leg- 
islation sought not been held uncon- 
stitutional. I believe that when the 
railroads present their case to the va- 
rious legislatures and to congress they 
will be given fair treatment and their 
competitors made to operate under 
laws which will equalize the burden 
of taxation.” 

Mr. Stanley and Mr. Howard went 
further, the latter demanding that 
Governor Russell call a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to deal with 
railroad problems in Georgia.

The most eminent scientists of our 
time have found that behind mate- 
rial and energy stands the great 
enigma, the intangible puzzle, which 
they call spirit. In this spirit re- 
sides the motif, the impulse and the 
driving power of all that lives and 
breathes on earth. It cannot be 
weighed, measured, felt or analyzed, 
but it is worth more, it is of higher 
value than the material, because if 
that spiritual element lacks, there 
comes at once in its place death, de- 
cay and decomposition.

“IT have no intention to engage in 
newspaper controversy with my good 
friend, Robert Jackson, of New 
Hampshire, whom very highly 
esteem. I am certain he does not de- 
sire to misrepresent me or my posi- 
tion in any connection, just as I do 
not desire or intend to misreprgsent 
him or his position. 

“I gave to the press for publication 
Tuesday morning a statement relative 
to the announcement of James A. 
Farley, Governor Roosevelt's cam- 
paign manager, that the Roosevelt 
forees would support Senator Thomas

of a people. No one can tell, in ad- 
vance, how it will work. I anticipate 
great difficulty in its enforcement un- 
less public opinion strongly supports 
it. If this fails, it may become neces- 
sary to change the law, but this will 
be impossible under an inflexible pro- 
vision in the constitution. If the pow- 
er to deal with the subject is confided 
to the congress, the law can be made 
responsive to public opinion—the ulti- 
mate authority in a democracy. I fear 
that the inflexible provision may, in 
the end, defeat the whole prohibition 
movement.’ 


In Accord With Wilson. 


“IT was in full accord with Presi- 
dent Wilson’s views. 

“President Wilson was a _ sincere 
advocate of temperance. In the early 
days he favored local option by com- 
munities. When this proved imprac- 
ticable he favored state-wide option. 

“After the eighteenth amendment 
was ratified he said that the whole 
power of the government should be 
put behind its enfortement. It has 
been said that he vetoed the Volstead 
act because he was opposed to the 
eighteenth amendment. This is not 
true. In his veto of the Volstead act 
he said: 

“I object to and cannot approve 
that part of this or with ref- 
erence to wartime prohibition. It has 
to do with the enforcement of an ‘act 
which was passed by reason of the 
emergencies of the war, and whose ob- 
jects have been satisfied in the de- 
mobilization of the army and the 
navy, and whose repeal I have al- 
ready sought at the hands of con- 
gress.

“Is there any way by which a di- 
rect -vote of the people can be had 
upon the question as to whether or 
not the eighteenth amendmena should 
be repealed or as to whether or not 
it should be amended to give congress 
the power to regulate or to prohibit 
the liquor traffic? 

“There is'a way, and that is by a 
national referendum of an advisory 
character. The congress has, in my 
opinion, the power to order such a 
referendum. By Article 1, Section 8, 
of the constitution, specific power is 
conferred upon the congress ‘to pro- 
vide for the general welfare of the 
United States.’ Clearly, the ‘general 
welfare of the United States’ would 
be promoted if congress would pro- 
vide the means for ascertaining. as 
a guide to its deliberation, the will of 
the people upon this vital issue. No 
right of the states would be invaded 
by such action because none of the 
powers reserved to the states would 
be encroached upon. 

“Instead of such a popular referen- 
dum, resubmission, repeal or modific- 
cation of the eighteenth amendment is 
urged by many. But a_ two-thirds 
vote of each branch of congress, and 
the ratification thereafter by three- 
fourths of the states, through their 
legislatures or through special conven- 
tions, called for the purpose, will be 
required +o do this, if it can be done 
at all. At best it will take years to 
complete that procedure. Meanwhile, 
the endless talk and futile discussion 
and existing demoralization will con- 
tinue. Moreover, the constitutional 
procedure for resubmission or repeal 
of the amendment does not permit the 
people to vote directly upon the ques- 
tion. The people themselves should 
be given the opportunity to vote 
through a national referendum author- 
ized by act of congress. 

“Suppose that a special session were 
called by the new president shortly 
after his inauguration March 4, 1933, 
and that the president was empow- 
ered to proclaim a national advisory 
referendum, after 90 days’ notice, up- 
on some such questions as the fol- 
lowing : ; 

“Shall the eighteenth amendment 
be repealed? Vote ‘yes’ or ‘no.’ 

“ r: 


“Shall the eighteenth amendment 
be amended so as to empower con- 
gress to regulate or prohibit the liquor 
traffic? Vote ‘yes’ or ‘no.’ 

“I suggest these questions merely 
by way of illustration. The congres- 
sional act could specify the opinions 
to be submitted to the electorate, aud 
should provide that no other issues 
should Ss considered at the special 
election to be called for this purpose, 
and that all the safeguards that sur- 
round our regular elections should 
apply. 

“Nation-wide, non-partisan discus- 
sions of the prohibition question would 
be secured by such a referendum, and 
the vote of the people would set at 
rest all conjecture or speculation as 
to the true state of public opinion. 
If the vote should be in favor of the 
present prohibition policy, harmful 
agitation would be ended, for some 
time at least. and the government 
would be greatly strengthened in the 
enforcement of the law. If the vote 
should be against the present prohibi- 
tion policy, the congress would know 
definitely what the people want and 
would be in nosition to give it to 
them.
